U.S. PROCLAMATION 


Mr. John G. Winant, the Ameri- 
can Ambassador, read the Thanks- 
giving proclamation issued by Pre- 
sident Roosevelt, which stated :— 
“In giving thanks for the greatest 
harvest in the history of our nation, 
we who plant and reap can well 
resolve that in the year to come we 
will do all in our power to pass that 
milestone. For by our labours in 
the field we can share some part of 
their sacrifices with our brothers and 
cons who wear the uniform of the 
United States. 

‘It is fitting that we recall now 
the reverent words of George Wash- 
ington— ‘Almighty God, we make 
our earnest prayer that Thou wilt 
keep the United States in Thy holy 
protection '—and that every Ameri- 
ean in his own way lift his voice to 
prayer.”’ 

Wherever possible Americans had 
their traditional Thanksgiving Day 
dinner of roast turkey, cranberry 
sauce and pumpkin pie. The voice 
of Mrs. sevelt was heard at 
most schools in a recorded message 
broadcast by the B.B.C. 

President Roosevelt and more than 
200 American leaders held Thanks- 
giving Service at the White House. 
They joined in a prayer for peace, 
ultimately to unite the world in 
‘firmer fellowship” for the good 
of all mankind. The Service was 
the first of its kind in the White 
House.—(Renter.)

THROWN BACK ACROSS DON 


LONDON, Thursday.—A special 
announcement issued by the Soviet 
Information Bureau to-night states : 
‘“During November 26 our troops 
in the Stalingrad area continued to 
advance in the same directions, 
overcoming enemy resistance. North- 
West of Stalingrad our troops 
occupied the inhabited localities of 
Krasnow-Sela and Genevalov. 

“In the area of the Don bend 
our troops occupied the inhabited 
localities of Kalachkin, Perenolyny, 
Verkhny, Nizhny,- Gerasimo and 
Verkhny Akatovsk. The remnants 
of the enemy s forces in this sector 
were thrown back to the eastern 
bank of the Don. 

‘*South-west of Stalingaad our 
troops occupied the inhabited locali- 
ties of Yagodny, Klarov, Latichev, 
Nizhnekumsky, Gromoslavka, Gene- 
ralovsky and Bogdanov. 

“South of Stalingrad counter- 
attacks by two enemy infantry divi- 
sions which tried to break through 
in a south-westerly direction were 
successfully repulsed. 


63.000 PRISONERS 


“The enemy suffered “great losses. 
At the close of esauber 26 the 
number of prisoners was increased 
by 12,000 men, The total of 
risoners taken in the battle from 
‘ovember 19 to 26 amounts to 
63.000 enemy officers and men, and 
our troops captured 1,860 guns, 3,851 
machine-guns, about 50, rifles, 
1,320 tanks, about 9,000 hovses, 108 
stores of war materials, ammunition 
and foodstuffs.’’—(Reuter.) 


RESISTANCE GROWS 

MOSCOW,  Thursday.—Reuter’s 
correspondent here says that fiercer 
resistance is being encountered by 
the Red Army on the Don-Volga 
front, but if 1s steadily tightening 
the ring which threatens to trap the 
German forces in the Stalin “sí cor- 
ridor and the northern half of the 
Don elbow. The five main battle 

are: Around Surovikino, 
the Don steppes, where 
the «Russians are astride the 
Stalingrad Kharkov __ railway. 
In the north-east corner of the Don 
elbow, below Kletskaya; on the west 


column, rushing from the north, is. 
within 25 miles of Kalach; south of 
Stalingrad; along tha North Cau- 
casus railway and in the Kalmuck 
steppes, and inside Stalingrad itself. 
The correspondent adds:— 


SOVIET PROGRESS 

“In the Don elbow Soviet troops 
have appreciably widened the original 
20-mile gap driven into the German 
defences around Serafimovich. 

“ At Stalingrad the Russians are 
making slow, but daily increasing, 
rogress against the German forces. 
Testerday the Germans were thrown 
out of 45 strongholds. Inside some 
factory buildings the German garri- 
sons were killed to the last man in 
a hand-grenade battle. The Soviet 
Command’s main effort at Stalingrad 
‘is directed at getting fresh troops 
into the city. 


GERMAN REPORT

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Thursday. — To-night’s 
_— communiqué, quoted by 
euter, states :—‘‘ During November 
26 our troops in the Stalingrad area, 
overcoming the enemy’s resistance, 
continued their offensive in-the same 


directions as before. Our troops 
occupied 18 inhabited localities

WHAT YOU MAY 
EXPORT 


Turkey and ham are among the 
articles which you are forbidden to 
send as Christmas presents to rela- 
tives in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland this year. Chocolates and 
sweets, jams, marmalades, biscuits, 
cakes, cheese, poultry, pork, rabbits, 
and salmon come under the same 
regulation. 

In fact, virtually the only food- 
stuffs which can be sent in parcels 
to England are fresh meat—quanti- 
ties up to ‘wo pounds weight; fresh 
mutton or beef, corned beef, spiced 
beef, tins of canned meat, tinned 
fruit, tinned vegetables, and jars of 
honey. 

Cigarettes and tobacco, clothing 
and. haberdashery, leather goods, 
including handbags and footwear; 
and soap, are among the non-edible 
articles which must not be sent to

IN TUNISIA 
GERMAN REPORT OF 
' TANK BATTLE 


ONDON, Thursday. — Morocco 
i. Radio stated to-night :—'' The 
British First Army is advanc- 
ing successfully in Tunisia. From 
Algiers it is reported that U.S. and 
British "planes continue to attack 
Bizerta by day and night, in spite 
of unfavourable weather. Aexial 
photographs show the wrecks of 12 
German 'planes, one at least a large 
troop carrier, on an airfield near 
Tunis. Allied fighters continue to 
protect British and U.S. convoys and 
to machine-gun aerodromes. Yester- 
day several ‘planes were shot down 
over Bizerta. , 

“ On Jand British forces have con- 
tacted German positions about 37 
miles west of Tunis. The enemy is 
putting up stiff resistance, though 
the engagements are still on a small 
scale, It is estimated that there are 
cbout 20,000 Germans in the 
northern part of Tunisia, while 5,000 
to 4,000 transferred from Tripolitania 
are manning the coastal defences. 

New York Radio reported to-day 
that United States, . British and 
French troops in Tunisia are engaged 
in local-encounters with Italian and 
German troops.—(Reuter.) 


AXIS REPORT 


_ The German News Agency to- 
night said: ‘‘ Battles are still tak- 
ing place in the Algerian-Tunisian 
border area. The Germans yester- 
day engaged British tank formations 
which tried to vush forward east 
from the area round Beja. 

‘‘In a battle which lasted several 
hours the Germans and Jtaliaps suc- 
ceeded in encircling enemy tanks 
and destroying eleven out of about 
forty. Seven others had to be aban- 
doned by their crews for lack of fuel, 
The rest withdrew in disorder.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 


TOWN CAPTURED 


LONDON, Thursday, — ‘ During 
yesterday the R.A.F. made several 
raids, and shot down at least twelve 
enemy ‘planes. Seven of our own 
*planes did not return to their bases. 
“Three of the pilots are safe,”’ says 
an Allied communiqué quoted by 
Morocco radio to-night; adding:

CAIRO, Thursday. — British 
forces are closing in for the 
final assault of the El Agheila 
line.

Jedabya and El Agheila. There is 
nothing else to report from our land 
forces. 

‘‘ Air operations yesterday over the 
Libya battle area were not on a 
large scale. Tripoli was again at- 
tacked by our heavy bombers on 
Tuesday night, and hits were scored 
on targets near the Spanish Mole. 
On the same night our torpedo-carry- 
ing aircraft successfully attacked a 
large south-bound merchant vessel 
north of Sicily. The vessel was Jeft 
stationary, and down at the stern. 

‘‘ Bizerta was heavily bombed, and 
bursts were seen on the waterfront 
and across the quays. Yesterday our 
fighter-bombers raided Gela airfield, 
in Sicily, and’ bombs were seen to 


hit buildings and shelters. gare 

‘‘In an attack on enemy shipping 
off Misurata, Tripolitania, a direct 
hit was scored on a merchant vessel. 
There was some air activity near 
Malta yesterday, but mo aircraft suc- 
ceeded in crossing coast. From 
these and other operations two of

CIVIL SERVICE | 
PENSIONS BILL 


MINISTER’S PROMISE 
| JNDER the . Superannuation 
Bill, 1042, officers of the 


Ordnance Survey who were dis- 
charged because of their failure to 
join the British Army during 
1914-1918, and who were later rein- 
stated in the Irish Civil Service, 
will have their service, for pension 
purposes, placed on a continuous 
basis from the date of their first 
employment in a_ pensionable 
capacity in the British Civil 
Service. 

If these officers had joined the 
British Army at the time their 
posts would have been kept open 
for them and their period o{-military 
service would have counted for 
superannuation. Failure to do so 
resulted in their discharge from the 
Ordnance Survey with the pensions 
or gratuities to which their services 
entitled them. 

Moving the second stage of the 
bill in the Dail yesterday,.Mr. Sean 
T. O'Kelly, Minister for Finance, 
said. that when these officers had 
later teen reinstated in the Irish 
Civil Service and certified under the 
Acts of 1923 and 1936, their services 
prior to discharge had already been 
reckoned for pension or gratuity, 
and it could not be reckoned again 
for pensions under our own super- 
annuation legislation. The bill 
would place them in the same posi- 
tion financially as the other vic- 
timised civil servants ‘provided for 
by the Superannuation Acts, 1923 
and 1936, who reckoned their ser- 
vice for pension on a _ contgnuous 
basis from the date of their first 
employment in. a pensionable capa- 
city in the British Civil Service. 


THE OATH 


The provisions would also apply 
to those who had retired before the 
bill was passed. Pensions and 
gratuities would in that case be 
reassessed with effect from the date 
of retirement” ~The 


effect that service in the Ordnance | 


Survey prior to discharge may be 
reckoned towards the fifteen years 
necessary to qualify for establish- 
ment. 

The bill further dealt with the 
case of an officer who retired from 
the British Civil Service on pen- 
sion as an alternative to taking an 
Oath of Allegiance, and who was 
subsequently reinstated in the ,Irish 
Civil Service and qualified under 
the Superannuation and Pensions 
Act, 1923. It was proposed to 
treat them in the same way as 
Ordnance Survey officers. When the 
British Meteorological Stations were 
transferred in 1937, a few estab- 
lished officers serving at Valentia 
Observatory were transferred to the 
Irish Civil Service, and an under- 
taxing was given to aggregate prior 
service and subsequent service for 
pension purposes. 


} A PROMISE 
The bill, said Mr. O’KELLY, 


gave effect to a promise he made 
to Mr. Cosgrave to look after cer- 
tain people in the Ordnance Sur- 
vey, who were victimised for their 
litical views. Mr. Cosgrave 
might have looked after them him- 
self when in office, but he did not 
do so; he asked him (Mr. O'Kelly 
to do it.

Mr. COSGRAVE eaid there was 
nothing more undesirable than ob- 
servations such as were made by the 
Minister in moving the bill.

The consignment came in cap- 
sules, in oily solution, and for use 
in hypodermic injection. It com- 

rises the vitamins A, B, ©, E and 
t; (separately); <A D; and 
the omnibus-pack ABCDG: All 
were badly wanted by the medical 

rofession, but the shortage has 
een particularly felt in connection 
with both Bl and A & D—the 
latter being urgently required by 
children’s hospitals and doctors who 
specialise in the treatment of chil- 
ren. 

No vitamins have been imported 
into Eire for a considerable time, 
and their export has been prohibited 
by the British authorities. The 
consignment which has just arrived 
was made specially for Eire in the 
| United States laboratories. 


IRISH GLYCERINE 

The first consignment of the first 
quantify of glycerine ever to be 
produced in Eire was delivered yes- 
terday from the distributors to the 
wholesalers. It has been made by 
Messrs. Munster Simms and Co. 
(Dublin), Ltd. 

Stated to be equal to the B.P. 
standard in everything except 
colour, the new glycerine will be 
eagerly absorbed by the many trades 
and industries which have been 
suffering from its shortage. It is 
understood that the needs of the 
druggists will be first met. 

The announcement that glycerine 
was being produced in Eire was 
made by the Jrish Times 
October 17. 


STATE AND VOTERS 
_ SUGGESTIONS IN DAIL 


When Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY, 
Minister for Finance, introduced the 
second stage of ‘he Expiring Laws 
Bill (1942) in the Dail yesterday, 
Mr. W. NORTON suggested that a 
great improvement would be made in 
the polling returns of the whole 
country if two things, at present 
carried out by the contesting politi- 
cal parties, were made State charges 
and responsibilities. The first of 
these was the informing of voters of 
their number on the parliamentary 
register and the location of their 
appropriate polling stations. The 
second was the provision of trans- 
port to bring them from their homes 
to vote. é 

Mr. T. LINEHAN opposed these 
suggestions, because he said that 
they represented one of the greatest 
defects of democracy—the tendency 
to spoon-feed the electorate. There 
was, in his opinion, a great deal to 
be said for the system which obtained 
in other countries of compulsory 
voting.
